Moreover, Jones had never been here and I am confident 1 have not seen or spoken to 
him since long before the last couple of times I was there, ^o the best of my recollection, 
the last tine I say him was prior to the appearance of Plammonde' s sickening sycopliancy 
about Garrison, Tliat was long ago, 

neithei' trade upon friendships nor treat them lightly. 

And for the life of me I can't think of any reason why I would send *^ones to 
anyone, I am only too aware of the evil influence he exerted on Garrison and of his 
duplicity. In telling him this last JJriday, to his face, I was more pointed. 

There was once a tiiae when I had a photographic memory, ^^o more. However, what I 
remember I remember well, '^espite our drinking I can ri^t no\i give you an account of

He forgot things he had told me of his 
ovm political allitmces until he had run off at the mouth quite a bit, V/hen I reminded 
him he left. He did pretend to be a Hoboy Mennedj’’ nan to me (and to others) but forgetting 
this he told me I’iiday that he had worked against Kermedy and for •^'^ating and had voted 
for Hixon, I don't care vihat anyone's politics are and I havemever voted for a Remocrat 
for Congress here although I am a Remocrat, I even voted forr/gaew for governor, Jones' 
politics do not conem me. His lack of fidelity does. And 1 knoxr of nothing he has 
even done publicly that is not opposed to my ov?n belief, beginning with his support 
of Md Epstein and some people at Esquire. It is highly unlikely that I ever told him 
to use my name vd.th anyone. If you are angry with me, I am truly doriy, V/ere I not,

Orleans again, I certainly have neither the plans nor the present capability.
